without moment’s warning, a gust of 
wind lifted the structure completely 
from its foundation and hurled it into 
the deep chasm below, fully one hun- 
dred feet, carrying with it the trestle- 
work and the upper portion of the 
breaker. There wasa loud crash—so 
loud that the people of Carbondale 
heard it distinctly. When the disaster 
was fully realized, hundreds and thous- 
ands flocked to the locality. In the 
meantime the debris began to blaze, hay- 
ing caught from the culm pipe on 
which it was now resting. <A rickety 
hand engine was brought on the 
ground. ‘Hundreds of willing men 
went to work to rescue the poor 
creatures who were buried underneath. 
Their cries were heat-rending, and the 
scene at this moment among the friends 
and relatives of the unfortunate victims 
were indescribable. The air was filled 
with their groans and wailings. Only 
half an hour elapsed before th first vic 
tim were taken out, a little boy named 
Henry Palmer, who was horribly man- 


gled and dead. Thomas Fagan, a boy, 


was next taken away, terribly burned, 
and his skull broken in by falling tim- 
bers.

AN ACT to alter the Constitution of North 
Carolina. 


SEc. 1. The General Assembly of North 
Carolina dv enact (three-fifths of all the 
members of each House concurring), 

That the Constitution of this state be 
altered as follows, to wit: 

Amend section six, of the first article, by 

striking out the first clause thereof, dewn 
to, and including the word “‘but,” this being 
the clause relating to the State debt. 
, Amend section two of the second article 
vy striking out the word “annually,” and 
inser.ing in lieu thereof, the word **bienni- 
aily;’’ being in reference to the sessions of 
the General Assembly. 


_ Amead section five of the second article, 
oy striking out all that precedes the words,. 
**the said Senate districts,” and by striking 
out the phrase “as aforesaid or’’ in said sec- 


- tion; the parts so stricken out having ref- 


erence to the State census. 

Adu a new section to the second article to 
be styled “section 30,” and to read as fol- 
lows: “Tne members of the General Assem- 
bly shall each receive three hundred dollars 
as a compensation for their services during 
their term, subject .osuch regulations in 
regard to time of paymentand reduction for 
non-attendance as may be prescribed by 
law; but they may havean additional ai- 
lowance when they are called together in 


cents per mile for each session.”’ 


Amend section one of the third article by 
strikingout the words “four years,’”’ where 
they occur first in said section, and insert- 
ing, in lieu thereof, the words “two years,” 
being in reference to the terms of executive 
officers,

Strike out sections two and three of the 
fourth article, being the provisions whieh 
refer to the appointment and duties of the 
Code Commissioners, 

Alter section four of the feurth article, 
SO that said section shall read as follows: 
“The judicial power of the State shall be 
vested in the Court for the trial of im- 
peacements, a Supreme Court, Superior 
Courts, such inferior Courts as may be es- 
tablished by law, and Courts of Justices of 
the Peace. 

Alter section eight of the fJurth article, 


The Supreme Court shall consist of a Chief 
Justice andtwo Associate Jutices ; PRoviI- 
DED, That this shall not apply to the jus- 
tices during their present term of oitice, 
unless by death, resignation, or otherwise, 
the humber of Associate Justices shall be 
reduced to two,”’ 

Alter section twelve of the fourth article 
SO tuat said section shall read as follows: 
“The State shall be divided into nine judi- 
cial aistricts, for each of which a judge 
shail be chosen; and in each district a su- 
perior Court shall be held at least twice in 
eacit year,-to continue for such time in 
each county respectively as may be pre- 
scribed by law. The General Assembly 
shall lay off said districts in ,due time, so 
that the said nine judges may be chese 
and begin iheir Official term at the first 
generat! election for members of the Gen- 
eral Assembiy which shall occur after the 
ratification of this section.”
